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Refurbished Town Hall plans to host weddings to earn cash 


HERE COME 


THE BRIDES

COUPLES could soon be tying the knot at 
Banbury Town Hall after plans were 
unveiled to host weddings at the refur¬ 
bished venue. 

Owners Banbury Town Council has 
applied for a wedding licence from 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

It also wants to extend its operating 
hours from 11pm to 1am and to start sell¬ 
ing alcohol. 

A £500,000 refurbishment which added 
an extra ground-floor function room and 
interview room in the reception finished 
last summer. 

Ceremonies would be held in the main 
hall and a council report said it would not 
seek to compete with weddings at hotels. 

It said these often offer the room free and 
make cash from hotel rooms and bar tak¬ 


ings. 


Prices being considered are £450 for a 
three-hour room hire with a further £1,750 
for a reception in its function room or 
£2,100 for both. 

The downstairs meeting room would 
also be available for cheaper weddings and 
receptions, with £200 for just the room or 
£800 for both. 

A further committee room would be for 
ceremonies only at £150. 

Stratford-upon-Avon Town Council's 
Town Hall charges £265 to £400 for a cer¬ 
emony or £2,000 for a ceremony and 
reception, the council said. 

Oxford's Town Hall costs £250 to £595 
and receptions £1,320 to £1,900, depend¬ 
ing on the room. 

Cherwell Edge Golf Club's packages 
include a £2,999 deal which includes a 
civil service room, restaurant hire and buf¬ 
fet. 

Banbury Register Office, at Cherwell 
District Council's Bodicote headquarters, 
charges £190 for a ceremony and there is 
no waiting list. 

Banbury Town Council leader Kieron 
Mallon said: "It is an obvious place to hold 
a function. It is a central location, imposing 
building with in-house caterers and the

main room lends itself to a wedding cere¬ 
mony. It is a very busy market. 

"Banbury has a large population and a 
large hinterland so we feel we can offer 
something different and new." 

The council last month appointed New 
Folium as its official caterers. A wedding 
fair will be held on March 22 from 11am to 
4pm. 

A wedding licence is £2,050 for three 
years while modifications to its premises 
licence is £190. 

The report said: "It is anticipated that the 
refurbished and additional letting facilities 
will attract additional hire income for the 
council and this will be more than suffi¬ 
cient to offset the costs of the required 
licences."

A RECORD 700 young people have been 
nominated for this year's Oxfordshire Youth 
Awards. 

More than 200 nominations have been 
received by organisers Oxfordshire Youth 
for people and teams since nominations 
opened in November.

NEW figures have revealed a surge in acci¬ 
dent and emergency patients being seen 
just minutes before a waiting time target 
expires. 

The figures have revealed a sharp rise in 
the number of people seen shortly before 
the target is up at Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital and Banbury's Horton Hospital. 

Emergency departments must ensure at 
least 95 per cent of people are discharged, 
admitted or transferred within four hours. 

But hospital bosses have warned many 
are going to A&E with less serious condi¬ 
tions and could be seen by other NHS serv¬ 
ices, causing long delays. 

Of the 116,700 seen at county A&E 
departments last year, some 18,855 were 
dealt with within three hours 51 minutes to 
four hours since arriving. 

This was up from 8,755 seen from three 
hours 41 minutes to three hours 50 minutes 
and 6,029 in the nine minutes before. 

It means some 16 per cent of patients 
were seen in the last nine minutes, up from 
10.3 per cent in the previous year. 

Most of these - 57 per cent - were admit¬ 
ted while 15 per cent were discharged with 
no follow-up and 12 per cent asked to see 
their GP. 

Though a similar surge was seen across 
England, just eight per cent waited in the last 
nine minutes. 

Larry Sanders, chairman of Healthwatch, 
the county's official NHS watchdog, said: "It 
is definitely a distortion. 

"The four-hour limit has obviously done 
some good. On the other hand, this kind of 
abstract target leads to unwanted results." 

He said of those who wait longest: "What 
I guess happens is people who are left like 
that are people who the staff can't make up 
their minds about." 

The figures - for the 12 months from April 
2012 - show the busiest time was about 


midday, when 7,292 attended. 

Some 9,330 waited up to an hour with 
20,583 one to two hours; 27,941 two to 
three hours; 49,567 three to four hours and 
9,279 four hours and over. 

The longest average waits - about three 
hours and 20 minutes - were at about mid¬ 
night, and the lowest - two-and-a-half hours 
- were at about 8am. 

The trust has only hit the 95 per cent tar¬ 
get for two weeks since October 20. 

Oxford East Labour MP Andrew Smith 
said: "There is always a danger that focusing 
on any single target will skew behaviour, but 
assuming it's all being recorded accurately 
this does show the efforts being made to 


achieve the maximum four-hour wait target. 

"The key clinical judgement here is ensur¬ 
ing that those needing the most urgent atten¬ 
tion are getting it, which is not something 
measured in these figures." 

A trust spokesman said: "Patients attend¬ 
ing A&E will be assessed, treated and either 
discharged home or admitted to a ward 
within four hours. 

"During that time there may also be a 
wait for blood test results and diagnostic 
imaging and this can sometimes take a bit of 
time and, at very busy periods, patients are 
more likely to wait the full four hours. 

"Patients will always be seen based on 
their clinical priority and need."

Concerns raised by 


second teen death 


OXFORDSHIRE County Council is 
refusing to say if it is concerned about 
its services after the death of a second 
vulnerable teenager living in its support¬ 
ed housing. 

Connor Tremble, 1 7 - who had been 
under the care of the authority since 
December 2012 - was found stabbed at 
his Iffley Fields flat, in Oxford, that was 
funded by the county council on 
February 11 and died less than 48 hours 
later. 

His death came two months after that 
of Jayden Parkinson, 1 7, who went miss¬ 
ing from an Iffley Road hostel for home¬ 
less teenagers funded by the council. 

Both Connor and Jayden's deaths have 
resulted in unconnected murder charges. 

Oxfordshire County Council has said 
it is going to hold an investigation into 
the death of Connor - a former pupil of 
Banbury's Blessed George Napier School 
- but refused to answer any questions 
about whether it had concerns about its 
services. 

Oxford East MP Andrew Smith said 
the authority should think about holding 
a serious case review following Connor's 
death. 

He said: "Coming as it does after the 
appalling suspected murder of Jayden

Parkinson, it raises important questions 
about the safety and supervision of vul¬ 
nerable young people in our community. 

"Social workers get scant recognition 
when things go well but are in the firing 
line when young people come to harm. 

"That is all the more reason why in 
fairness to all, and especially to Connor, 
his family and friends, a thorough 
inquiry as well as the court case needs to 
get to the bottom of what went wrong 
and whether his death could have been 
prevented." 

Connor was under council care but 
living in independent accommodation 
for 16- and 17-year-olds preparing to 
leave care. The Fairacres Road flat was 
provided by Key2 for the council. 

County council leader Ian Hudspeth 
has not returned any of the Banbury 
Cake's calls. 

But Labour opposition leader Labour 
Liz Brighouse said she believed care for 
vulnerable children across the country 
was in crisis. 

She said: "I have deep concerns. I 
think it is nationwide problem. 

"We need to always remember that 


African proverb: 'It takes a whole village 
to raise a child.'" 

Council spokesman Owen Morton 
declined to say whether the authority 
had any concerns about care for vulner¬ 
able teens. But he said: "Connor was 
looked after by the county council as a 
homeless young person. He had been 
placed in supported housing in Oxford 
and was in close contact with social 
services up until his death." 

The man charged with Connor's mur¬ 
der - William Blencowe, of Oxford 
Road, Banbury - appeared at Reading 
Crown Court via video link from 
Bullingdon Prison on February 19. 

The 20-year-old was remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at Oxford Crown Court 
for a plea and case management hearing 
on May 30 and his trial was provisional¬ 
ly set for August 11. 

Grant Clemens appeared last week at 
Oxford Magistrates' Court accused of 
assisting an offender. 

Clemens, of Stockwells, Moreton-in- 
Marsh, Gloucestershire, is accused of 
providing clothes to Blencowe to 
impede the prosecution. 

The 23-year-old has been remanded in 
custody and is due to appear 
at Oxford Crown Court 
tomorrow.

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Postie admits 


stealing items 
from the mail 


A BANBURY postman has admitted stealing 
bank cards from letters and drawing out 
thousands of pounds from people's accounts. 

Damon Alvey, 45, was working out of 
Banbury sorting office in Merton Street and 
delivering mail in Bloxham. 

At Banbury Magistrates' Court on Friday he 
admitted a charge of stealing mail between 
June 23 and October 16 last year, and four 
counts of fraud by false representation, where 
he stole £4,033 from two people's bank 
accounts. 

Sarah Mackay, prosecuting, said he had 
stolen a "minimum" of 32 postal items 
relating to 17 different addresses. 

She said: "This is a breach of trust. 

"These were all vulnerable people 
involved in this." 

Defending, Jenny Mcveigh said: "He 
doesn't accept the victims were deliberately 
targeted. They happened to be people on his 
route." 

She said Alvey, of Friday Court, Thame, 
had targeted bank cards and pin numbers, 
and all the losses had been suffered by the 
two banks, Santander and Halifax. 

She said: "They were the financial 
motivation. He found himself at a very low 
ebb last summer and got himself into 
financial difficulties. He also suffered a 
relationship breakdown and turned to 
alcohol and wasn't thinking clearly." 

She said Alvey had since turned his life 
around and was looking after his 16-year-old 
son. 


Magistrates asked for an "all options" 
report and Alvey is due to be sentenced on 
March 1 7.

Windfall cash for care 


A WINDFALL of £4m will be used to 
make sure personal-care visits for the 
elderly and frail in Oxfordshire will be 
longer than the present 15 minutes. 

Oxfordshire County Council has said it will 
invest £800,000 in adult social care to put an 
end to the time limits, which had been 
criticised. 

Last year the practice of care visits lasting 15 
minutes or less was rapped by Oxfordshire MP 
Andrew Smith, who said it was "worrying". 

Ian Hudspeth, the leader of Oxfordshire 
County Council, said: "Fifteen-minute visits 
have always been part of a detailed care

package, but obviously to allow additional time 
means that the carer and the cared for can 
develop a relationship. 

"It is good for the carers as well because they 
will be less rushed." 

The type and length of home visits - to help 
with cleaning, washing, dressing and cooking - 
are chosen by the individual or mental health 
provider, Oxford Health. 

County council figures show 1,626 people 
are getting home care in Oxfordshire and 2,100 


visits are made for personal care. 

The visits, which will be extended to 30 
minutes, will be phased in from the next 
financial year. 

Mr Smith said: "I am very pleased the 
concerns are being listened to. 

It is not possible to care for someone in 15 
minutes." 

The rest of the £4m, which comes from a 
larger-than-expected Government grant and 
from business rates forecasts being higher than 
anticipated, will be spent on highway 
maintenance and services for adults with 
learning disabilities.

■ Amendments defeated as county council budget is voted through 

£64m cuts agreed 


CUTS of around £64m to council 
services across Oxfordshire have 
been formally approved. 

Oxfordshire County Council narrowly 
ratified its budget for the next four years 
after a five-hour meeting last week. 

The Conservative-Independent 
Alliance, which runs the council, 
rejected amendments proposed by all 
three of the opposition parties and 
approved its own budget by three votes. 

It means there will be cuts of £1.5m 
to homelessness services as well as adult 
social services and transport. 

The leader of the county council, Ian 
Hudspeth, said: "This budget is a major 
challenge for us and there is no way we 
can disguise the cuts. 

"We have to be realistic and 
acknowledge that this is a cutting 
budget. It's simply not possible to have 
no cuts whatsoever. 

"It's a tribute to our staff that we have 
been able to make the savings and still 
have basically the same service 
delivered to our residents." 

From 2010/11 to 201 7/18 
Government funding for the council's 
revenue budget - which pays for the 
running of services - will fall by 39 per 
cent, or £96m. 

This has meant that cuts of more than 
£90m loom over the next four years, 
with new cuts of around £64m approved 
last week.

Council tax will be increased by 1.99 
per cent to avoid a referendum, which is 
legally required if an increase of two per 
cent or more is planned. 

Around £7m will be cut from adult 
social care, while £1.5m will be cut over 
two years from housing-related support, 
which goes towards helping the 
homeless. 

Lesley Dewhurst, chief executive of 
Oxford Homeless Pathways, addressed 
the council's budget meeting urging 
councillors to reconsider. 

She said: "We are pleased to hear that 
the current proposal is to stagger the 
£1.5m cut to the housing-related support 
budget. This will help to an extent. 
However, the overall effect will be the 
same in the long run. 

"Homelessness is rising across the UK 
at an alarming rate and the costs to the 
public for homelessness are enormous. 

"This could possibly be a matter of 
life and death." 

Meanwhile, Michael Hugh Jones, of 
Oxfordshire Pensioners Action Group, 
protested outside the meeting against the 
cuts. 

He said: "The fact that £7m is being 
cut from adult social care means that 
people who are pretty immobile will get 
not nearly as much help as they used to 


a few years ago." The Labour 
amendment ringfenced dial-a-ride, 
included money to fund youth workers 
and money for credit unions but also 
featured increases to charges and cuts to 
councillors' allowances often per cent. 

Meanwhile, the Lib Dems proposed 
raising income by hiring out parts of 
County Hall and making savings by 
working with neighbouring councils as 
well as borrowing the maximum of 
£20m. 

The Green Party proposals were for a 
council tax increase of 4.5 per cent and 


increased parking charges. 

The assertion of group leader David 
Williams that a majority of people in 
Oxfordshire would vote for a council tax 
rise of 4.5 per cent, was dismissed as a 
"delusion" by Conservative councillors. 

Since the election last year - when no 
party won overall control of the council 
- the Conservative Party has been 
running the authority in alliance with 
three independents, including former 
Labour stalwart Les Sibley of Bicester. 

This meant the budget was passed by 
30 votes to 27.

T he highest grossing Russian 
film of all time replays one of 
the bloodiest chapters of the 
Second World War through the 
eyes of German and Soviet soldiers 
involved in the stand-off. 

Stalingrad is the first project of its 
kind shot using IMAX 3D 
technology and Fedor Bondarchuk's 
epic certainly looks spectacular in 
the eye-popping format. 

Ash flutters down over the 
embattled city, bullets whizz out of 
the screen and several pivotal 
action sequences are breathlessly 
choreographed to take full 
advantage of depths in perception. 

Audiences get plenty of bang for 
their buck and eye strain is 
minimal, despite a running time 
that exceeds two hours. 

Scriptwriters Sergey Snezhkin 
and IlyaTilkin choose a clumsy 
framing device: the efforts of a 
Russian crew to rescue five 
German teenagers from the rubble 
of the 2011 earthquake in Tohuku, 
Japan. 

As the youngsters lie gasping for 
oxygen, one Russian rescue worker 
distracts the quintet with his 
remarkable family history. 

"I had five fathers. They're all 
dead," he claims. 

The rescuer's anecdote harks 


back to September 1942. 

Captain Gromov (Petr Fedorov) 
leads a small troop of soldiers 
against the Germans, storming 
buildings one by one. 

The men include sniper Chvanov 
(Dmitry Lisenkov), who doesn't 
believe in mercy, and boyish radio 
operator Sergey (Sergey 
Bondarchuk). 

Having stormed one building, 
Gromov and four surviving soldiers 
discover a terrified 18-year-old 
woman called Katya (Mariya 
Smolnikova). 

Her humanity touches the 
military men and they become her 
protectors, which poses a problem 
for Gromov. 

"They're not fighting for their 
country, they're fighting for you," 
the Captain warns Katya. 

However, his own feelings cloud 
his judgement even as the German 
troops begin to swarm, and when 
Sergey spirits Katya away to a 
hideout and dreamily professes, 
"I've loved you for two days now". 

On the other side of the town 
square, German Captain Kahn 
(Thomas Kretschmann) is infuriated 
by his inability to overwhelm 
Gromov's close-knit team. 

He takes out those frustrations on 
a blonde woman called Masha 
(Yanina Studilina), who submits to 
the officer's will. 

Sadistic Nazi Colonel Khenze 
(Heiner Lauterbach) eventually 
goads Kahn into drastic action, 
lighting the fuse on an explosive 
final showdown between the two 
sides. 

Stalingrad is an unapologetically

I t is not often that a car makes 
you feel like a five-year-old on 

' 


your first day of school, but 
within a few miles of taking to the 
road in the Golf Estate I was trans¬ 
ported back a good half-century. 

Not that the car is anything but 
bang up to date, but its kindly, but 
gently bossy, school mistress person¬ 
ality certainly makes itself felt. 

From the word go, the Golf per¬ 
sistently delivered a series of dash¬ 
board display 'eco tips' designed to 
make me a better person and do my 
bit to save the planet. 

At first, of course, like any sensi¬ 
ble child, you do the wilful thing 
and ignore them. However, all too 
quickly the drip-drip-drip of Mary 
Poppins-like common sense sees 
you remembering to change gear at 
precisely the right moment and reli¬ 
giously engaging the start-stop sys¬ 
tem in traffic queues. 

Doing what you are told can cer¬ 
tainly pay off at the pumps, with the 
realistic prospect of approaching 
70mpg in day-to-day driving sud¬ 
denly becoming a real possibility. 
That is some achievement for a car 
that offers serious amounts of space. 

More than ever, the Golf Estate 
mirrors the lighter, more fuel-effi¬ 
cient hatchback model, in terms of 
engines and specification; but with 
much more bootspace. Longer, 


wider and lower than its predeces¬ 
sor, it also offers more carrying 
capacity, making it the perfect Golf 
for families and people with an 
active outdoor life. 

Standard features include a multi¬ 
level cargo floor, which makes a flat 
load area, and offers somewhere to 
store items out of sight and a roller- 
blind loadspace cover which can be 
stored under the boot floor) with net 
partition.
